words of &edz, that the Pomans being reeall’d for the

That 
he did fund itthere, we prove,sft from the BrisifQ 

ames, Guil-Sever; Mur-Sever, The fame with Foffa 
Seyeri4 already mention’d. ad. By the general Teffi- 
mony and agreement of Authors. Thirdly, by the ir- 
vefragable Evidence of Inftription and Monuments. 
There having been many vortve Alters dug up near 
this wall which bear his and his fons namés, tho not 
one of ‘em ever heard of about the Scott Wall, we 
fhall inftance but in car, tho a beme ese, mentioa’d in 
the Notes on Camden, p. 838. That there was lately 
found, not far from Caerhile, near the Vellum, a ftane 
with this Infcription. Septimio Severe Imperstori, qui 
msrum bunc condidit. To the Emperor Septimius Seve- 
ras, who built this wall, [t's 2s plain that Amteniaus 
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Pias built the Dunbrittes-wail, by his Lieutemtee Urbis 
cus; however that Severus did-not build it ; For thofé 
who think ‘twas his, do alio hold that Severus his 
wall was builtof ftonc, but “tis certain this Nerrhern 
wall was not built of frone, only capt with it, from the 
Defcription already given of it. Again, Capisolinus and 
others expretliy afirmthat this wall was bwile under Ans 
toninus, and yet further, there are —— tsand In- 
fcriptions to Antoninus found about the Scorned 
wall, but none to Severus, as about the Soxrbernx, to 
Severus, but not one to this Antevmus: Particularly, 
there’s one ftone dug up, of the conquering ject, 
another of the Legie Auguite, which are inf. ribéd, 
Fino. Cal. adriino, Antontnd Auguftoe, Tie, Ge. Ang

of the Northfide the Frith, for fo fay alt old writers 
concerning it. But left the Country foopen, that 
Severus it feems, thought fir to order it otherwife, 
and get a triple Pence inftead of a fingle, by the Sea, 
the Wall and the River,and chis feems to be the mean- 
ing of the expreffion before mention‘d, of the mals 
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being, Longtus produ@um by Severus then ‘twas by 
Hedriar, as tor ought we kncw might alfo be the cale 
at the Eaftera End, linmouth Cajile ic felf, tho beyond 
the Wails-Ead, being, anciently call‘d, Pen-bal-crag or 
theReck inthe Head of the Wall. And on the other lide, 
there are conliderable remains on the Southern fhore:, 
of tho Caftles which the Agmens built at their de- 
parture, to defend them from their Enemies, who 
came in {warms trom /reland to plunder‘em. Nor 
feems there any Weight in what 0 flagberly further 
urges, that ‘tis unlikely the Brtttatns woud chafe fo in- 
convenient a place tor a wall when they might have 
one fo much fhorter in Scotland, and gain‘d thereby 
near 10° miles more, fince the fame holds again{t H¢- 
drian and Severus. Nor in what he adds to eftablifh 
his opinion, That Bede fays the Picts immediately 
feiz*d he Norttparts of the 14nd as far as the 
wall for their own when the Romans finally depart- 
ed, which feems rather to make full againfl him, for 
fenceto fay they feiz*d what they had

as far as the fecond. The Southern Wall, begins at 
Bullne/s, thought to be the old Blarum Bulgium of Aa- 
tentaus, and has a confiderabie part of it, in fome 
plaees ftill ftanding, alibutthe Butslements, keepiag 
its uame, cften giving name to Towns in its paflage. 
ThroughCum berland,over theRiverEdenby Carlifle,the 
old Lugevallum, or Tower of i2ll, The Cambeck, neat 
Wallton, the Inthing, ani into Northumberland neat 
Therlwail, fo on to Chefter in the wall, Bufy-Gap, ¥Vall- 
wick, the old Gallara forward for Newcafile, and al- 
molt every where in its paifage are dug up noble In- 
fLriptions and Monuments, which the Romans it feems 
were much given to; for among others found near 
the NoribernWall, one was Cobortis Z/ifpanorum 1101- 
cen bic jacet, Much a kin to that modern one, Who 
ligs here? Hoxe/t Fenny our Pipere. And fo muck 
ot thefe curigus queftions. 
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
